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Coroner's Jury 
Asks Grade 
Protection 



Recommend Man Protection 

in Verdict on Schoenfeld 

Death at Lake Villa 



The Coroner's Jury that heard the 
caae on the death of Max Schoenfeld 
at Lake Villa crossing returned a ver- 
dict late Tuesday night, after hear- 
Jng tcatimony from Mr. Clair, assist- 
ant engineer for the Soo Line. Mr.' 
Clair, reading from notes, gave a 
brief outline of the correspondence 
between the Soo Line and the state 
regarding the seimratlon of this par- 
ticular grade crossing. 

Mr. Clalr also stated that the peti- 
tion of the state to the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission had heen filed and 
thought that action would bo taken 
by thoni In GO to 00 days. 

It is rejiorted that the Jury, In Us 
verdict embodied facts that the do- 
ceased had come to his death by be- 
ing .struck hy Soo Lino train No. 17 
and at the time the train was travel- 
Ing 50 miles an hour, and that the 
truck was thrown a. distance of about 
90 feet. The verdict further states, 
It is reported, that Immediate man 
protection be placed at this danger- 
ous croH.sIng, It Is presumed that 
this safeguard Is temporary unt» ac- 
tion Is taken by the Commerce Com- 
mission on the petition of the state 
calling for a separation of the grade 
crossing. 

The coroner, in Instnictlng the 
jury, informed them that they had the 
right to embody In their verdict re- 
commendation for immediate protec- 
tion and further stated that he had 
been Informed that within a month 
the travel on this route would bo 
greatly increased. 

Mr. Clalr defended the visible 
signal and hell ringing protection, but 
the qncstionlng of the Jury Indicated 
that they did not have much faith In 
this device. Mr. Clalr also stated 
that he had recommended this device 
at a hearing held at Lake Villa, but 
other witnesses at the hearing did 
not recall such a recommendation. 
He further stated that he considered 
that a perfectly safe crossing. 

The traveling public Is greatly In- 
debted to this Jury for Its efforts In 
ferrlting out the facts In this case. 
Its recommendation for Immediate 
protection Is greatly appreciated and 
should have some weight on the ver- 
dict rendered by the Commorco Com- 
mission when they have their hear- 
ing on the case. 

According to facts brought hy the 
attorney of the Soo Lino at the hear- 
ing Tuesday, the proceedings of the 
case would he as follows: First tlio 
tiling of a petition of the state with 
plans for recommendation of the sop- 
eratlon of tlio grade, which are un- 
derstood to call for an overhead 
bridge at a point half way between 
the present crossing irnd the cross- 
ing discussed with Mr. Lohmann and 
objected to by him. Tlie Soo Line 
are then notified to file papers show- 
ing cause why this recommendation 
should not bo granted by the com- 
mission. The commission then send 
their own cngi.Sber to Investigate the 
project and make his recommenda- 
tion and then all the facts are con- 
sidered by the commission and a de- 
cision rendered.

In an effort to save her little broth- 
er, two little lives were added to the 
list of drownings at Channel lake on 
Monday morning, about 10:45. when 
CoUett and Thomas Ringwald, aged 
12 and C, respectively, children of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank A. Ulngwald of 53(11 
W. Washington Blvd., came to their 
death while playing on a pier on the 
south shore of Channel lake, 

Collett and Thomas donned their 
bathing suits to play about the pier 
the the Hess cottage, being occupied 
hy the Rlngwald family for the sum- 
mer. The children were allowed to 
play on the pier but were warned 
against going into the treacherous 
high water. 

About 10:45 Mrs. Rlngwald missed 
her children, and fearing for their 
safety called to Mr. James Kirkland, 
also a summer resident, that she fear- 
ed her children had been drowned. 
Kirkland scoured the waters for aonw 
two hours In his bathing suit, diving 
a score of times and searching the 
weeds boiow the pier, but to no avail. 
Harry Smith, a long-time resident 
of Channel lake was notlfled and took 
up the search with a grappling hook, 
Kirkland rowing a boat while Smith 
used the hooked pole. Fifteen min- 
utes after this method was resorted 
to about 2:30 p. m.. Smith struck the 
body of Collett and brought her to 
the surface. A few mluntes later the 
body of Thomas was removed from 
his watery grave, the 
but a few feet apart. 

Effort was made to revive the 
youngsters, but It was no use as they 
had heen In the water too long. A 
pulmotor call was sent to Antioch, 
but as the village la without one the 
call was transferred to Grayslnke and 
It was four o'clock before the lung 
machine could be brought to the 
scene of the tragedy, many hours too 
late. 

The bodies were removed to the 
Strang Undertaking rooms In Anti- 
och, where Assistant Coroner Dr. 
Penny conducted an inquest at 5:30 
o'clock. 

As no one saw the children come to 
their death, the coroner's jury decid- 
ed that while playing on the pier, the 
end of which slopes downward and 'a 
submerged Into the water making It 
slippery, little Thomas accldently 
Bllpped off the end of the pier and In- 
to the water. Collett, an expert 
swimmer, dove In to rescue her broth- 
er and they both became entangled 
the weeds about ten feet from 



present 



end of the pier and were unable to 
extricate themselves. 

The high water at the lakes makes 
t unsafe for anyone to go Bwlmming. 
in ordinary times the water is about 
four feet deep at the point where the 
children were playing, hut at 
Is about twelve feet deep. 

Mrs. Rlngwald and the children 
have been at the lake since June, Mr 
ningwnld spending the week-ends at 
the cottage. 

The bodies were later taken to 
Hur.sen'8 Undertaking rooms In Ana- 
tin to be prepared for burial. 



Arthur SLudenieyer. U years old 
was drownod In the channel, connect- 
ing Squaw Creek with Long Lake, 
shortly before noon last Thursday. 

The boy \vith several other chil- 
tlren about his own age. were wad- 
ine along the liank when he wadded 
into a dangeroua current which swept 
1>"" off his feet. The water was 
deeper than the children were aware 
of, due to the recent lienvy rains. The 
lad went down for the third time be- 
fore the other children realized that I 
he was drowning. 

The alarm was sent to the store of 
Ford Stowell. Mrs. Stowell was alone 
In the store at the time but she sum- 
moned help. A boy companion of 
Studameyer succeeded in recovering 
the body about 40 minutes afterwards

Two more drowned at the lake on 
Monday. In the heat of the excite- 
ment a hurry call was put In for a 
pulmotor. And no one seemed to 
know Just where to get one. It was 
was reported that there was one at 
Grayalake and another at Waukegan. 
but what good would that do. Isn't It 
time Antioch "The Hub of the Lake 
Region" owned a pulmotor. Wouldn't 
it be a valuable asset to our present 
fire equipment 
And they are not so terribly expen- 
ve, especially where a life Is con- 
cerned. A dollar here and a dollar 
there would soon buy one. Who 
wants to start the list?

The Lake Reglona la experiencing 
the highest waters for many years, 
especially at this time of year. Many 
of the roads and shore land are inun- . 
dated from one to five feet. 

The water over the Grass Lake 
road, at the junction of the Caasldy 
road, seems to be the worst spot. 
Here the water runs well over the 
running board of Fords. The hotel 
men of this section have hired trac- 
tors to assist those who get caught. 

At the north end of Channel Lake 
the road Is covered with water In 
throe place, but cars are able to pass 
through. At this point it is said that 
the water has reached the flooring of 
Gruby's store. 

The road leading into the neck of 
land between Lakes Channel and 
Catherine on the south is practically 
Impassable. 

The Channal Lake road Is passable, 
the worse stretch being to the west 
of the bridge, although a little stretch 
to the east of the bridge la also under 
water.

Further west on this road, near the 
Fox River, is in bad shape, and in fact 
most of the territory adjacent to the 
river Is well under water. It Is re- 
ported that the Hanke farm of that 
section is three-quarters under water. 
Shady Nook has not escaped by any 
means and la experiencing a great 
deal of loss from the fiood. The 
Beach Grove district Is also having 
Its troubles and the road leading Into 
this section is well under water but 
passable. 

The water Is said to be four and a 
half feet above normal, the highest 
point reached for many years. In the 
spring of ISSl It is said on good 
authority, that the water reached a 
level between three and four feet 
above the present level. At that time 
the trip at the bridge at Channel 
Lake had to be continued by boat, 
and for many days guards were placed 
to watch the bridge, which finally 
cut loose from ita foundation and 
floated down the channel towards 
Lake Marie. It was towed back and 
when reinstalled waa raised four or 
five feet to Its present foundation. 
One of the old timers stated that at 
that time when bringing in a couple 
or colts, he waded up to his nock in 
water when crossing the bridge. At 
that time Lake Catherine overflowed 
Into Lake Marie over the Savage 
farm. 

There la considerable discussion aa 
to whether this is the highest the 
lakes have ever been at this time of 
year and several of the real old timers 
say that it is without doubt the high- 
est ever reached. 

In the spring of 1904 the waters are 
saltl to have reached a point three or 
four Inches above the present level. 
There has been many Instances when 
constant raina have flooded the sur- 
rounding country to a greater extent, 
but It la pointed out that at that time 
there waa not the ayatem of drainage 
that exlats now. 

On Tuesday It waa reported that 
the rise had practically come to a 
standstll and that with continued 
good weather the water woulil start 
to recede, and It is thought with a 
good northwest wind that tho level 
of the water will be lowered at tho 
rate of four to five inches a day. 

Up north, around Wllmot, Silver 
Lake and Camp Lake, quite a little 
damage is done with tho flooding of 
cellars in tbe vicinity. Many of the 
roada of that section are under water. 
The road through to Trevor from 
the Channel Lake road la Impassable. 
To the south, especially at the dam 
south of McHcnry, conditions are re- 
portedns very bad and grave concern

In support ot Increasing evidence 
that well-bred livestock pays a better 
jeturn on investment than scrub 
stock a Massachusetts dairyman notl* 
fled the United States department ot 
agriculture ot his experience. He 
purchased a purebred heifer bred to 
an excellent purebred bull of the same 
breed. The heifer cost 5S00. He sold 
the first hull calf for $300. and the 
second one tor 5400. The next calf, 
a heifer, sold for $125. and the milk 
produced by the cow during the 3S 
months covered by the report, sold 
for $1,275. The total income thus re- 
ceived totaled $2,100, and the farmer 
still owns the original animal. The 
cow has made very creditable milk 
and buttorfat records In the mean- 
time, qualltylng for the advanced 
register. 

"I think this stock," the farmer 
states In conclusion, "shows the value 
of getting good purebred stock for a 
foundation. Even after making the 
deduction for feed and labor, there is 
a much larger return than from a 
grade."

Thirty barrels of beer were captur- 
ed by the sheriff's ofllco Friday morn- 
ing when a huge moving van, dlsuls- 
ed with boxes and sacks was captur- 
ed in Waukegan road, near Wedge's 
Corners.

Cox admitted. So he proceeded to 
calculate It another way — to And the 
actual weight of water splashed down 
on the city. 

52 Million Tons Have Fallen 
"I And that approximately 52,305,807 
tons of water have been dropped on 
Chicago In twenty-tour hours," he 
concluded. "The acreage of the city 
is 123,383. Multiply this by 424 and 
you have the tonage."

Discovery of dead men on railroad 
tracks at Fox Lake will be a part of 
past criminal history In a few weeks. 
States Attorney A. V. Smith made 
an announcement to that effect , after 
spending the better part of the week 
grilling people from the lakes region 
iu connection with the deatb of Wni. 
Robertson, murdered telegraph oper- 
ator of the St. Paul railway. 

An Intensive drive against the 
dives and gangs of that district, 
which comprises Fox Lake Channel 
Lake and Ingleslde, will he directed 
by the states attorney. 

When Artie Loeh was murdered 
and tossed across a railroad track a 
few months ago for the trains to 
mangle little attention was given tlie 
country in which the murded took 
place. All efforts were placed toward 
the solution of the crime. 

But when Robertson was found 
slain it was decided wise to look up 
the denizens o! the district. This 
survey of Individuals brings the fol- 
lowing-comment from Mr. Smith. 

"There is a series of gangs and 
tough Joints In tbe neighborhood that 
will have to be cleaned up. There Is 
too much crime in that district. 

Information wah flled against a 
number of people from that district 
Friday after they bad been subjected 
to a grilling. They threw little light 
on the murder but knew plenty about 
carosaals It Is reported. 

The two Froellcbs and Judaon have 
been a temporary lapse In the Inves- 
tigation. While ofliclals are almost 
certain that Robertson was murdered 
they are short on damaging evidence. 
It is agreed that the case would be a 
one-sided battle, with the defense 
having better than an even chance, 
should arrests be made. The body 
of the deceased was so mutilated by 
tbe train that no man Indicted 
wounds could be found by doctors. 

States Attorney Smith on Monday 
took drastic steps to stamp out the 
hangouts of the dangerous characters 
who have been committing murders 
In the I'^JX Lake regions, when he 
closed by court Injunction two re- 
sorts at Fox Lake. 

The places closed were the Willis 
Inri, operated by Edward and George 
Froellch, Andreas and Minnie Rosen- 
berg, a barroom and dance hall, and 
a resort conducted by James Manning 
and Catherine J. M. Mahoney, ac- 
cording to the petitions presented In 
circuit court 

States Attorney Smith announced 
Saturday that he intended to close up 
all the shady places in the Lakes re- 
gions. His action follows the recent 
murder of Wm, E. Robertson, who 
was slain and his body placed on the 
railroad tracks. Some months ago 
Artie Loeh, of Chicago was murdered 
in the same manner. In both in- 
stances evidence showed that the vic- 
tims had both been In re.sorts, and un- 
doubtedly been "spotted" by Chicago 
thugs making the places a. hangout 
for their activities. 

Tbe place of Andrew Keljko of 
14th street, North Chicago, also was 
closed on a temporary Injunction, the 
; states attorney charging that Keljko 
has been persistent In violating the 
prohibitory laws.

Bay to Detroit Harhor. Wisconsin; 
Rocky Rar to Atlanta, Idaho, and from 
aanduHky to Kelly-s Island, .Middle 
Ras.s and Put-in-Ray.

On thf.- Rocky Rar-Atlania, Idaho, 
route, th'i .service is perrornif^d In tli.- 
winter season by carriers iraveMlng 
on snow .shoes, packing ."^0 pnunds of 
mail. Xot Infrequently carriers on 
this route have been caught In snow- 
slides ond swept to death. Only a 
year or two ago a carrier loHt his life 
In this way early In January and his 
body was not recovered until late the 
following June. 

The routes from Ellison Ray to De- 
troit Harbor, Wisconsin, and from 
Sandusky. Ohio, to nearby Islands 
must be operated over the Ice In the 
winter and in the fall when the lake 
is frozen. During the spring thaw It 
Is extremely dIfllculL and hazardous 
to carry on the service.

"At S o'clock one night I had almost 
reached the Inland when I f«und f 
could not land on account of running 
ice. I turned toward Marblehead but 
lost my way in a fog and did not 
r.;ach there until 3 o'clock next morn- 
ing. Twice the life Ravers came out 
fin.l Kot me when high seas and run- 
nlng Ice made it Impossible for me to 
land without their help." 

The craft used by Uncli Sam's car- 
Tiers to deliver the malls to these 
points on Lake Erie Is a combination 
Hallboat, rowboat. Ice yacht and sled. 
The star route from ElIlHon Ray, the 
northermost postoince I^i the Dnor 
Country peninsula to Detroit Harbor 
Wisconsin, Is one thnt Is covered by 
carrier entirely by water. crosHlng tho 
famous passage called "Death's Door."

Blackwell Held 
for Bribery in 
Beer Running 

When Ira Blackwell wna taken bo- 
fore Juatico of the Peace, Hoyt White 
at Woodstock Saturday to contront 
two charges, one of "tranflporttng li- 
quor throuBh McHonry County" and 
one of getting money under false pre- 
tenBeH" he waived examination and 
wuH bound over to the grand Jury un- 
der $5,000 bonds, the bonds In each 
being placed at $2500. Bond was 
furnished and Bluckwell is free pend- 
ing an InqulHltlon by the Grand Jury. 

The binding over to the Grand Jury 
of this man Is of great Interest In 
Lake County because It was Black- 
well who for a long time was the 
"Donio general" of Lake County's dry 
squad and It was he who, during a 
raid In Lake county shot down Jos. 
Bielskl In his home In North Chicago 
killing the man whom Blackwell hfd 
charged had been bootlegging. 

This sensational turn In the Black- 
well affair In McHenry county brloga 
a climax to the dry situation and the 
methods followed by this dry raider. 
According to reports from McIIenry 
County Blackwell bud been engaged 
by the States Altorney offlco In that 
county to help run down the beer 
runners and other violators of the 
Dry Law. Instead, according to the 
claims made by the special prosecut- 
ors, he was "double crossing" the 
prosecutor's ofUce and iuHtead of try- 
ing to proapcuto and detect the beer 
runners he was assisting them In 
getting through the county. 

The claim Is that Blackwell, while 
pretending to be a Deputy Sheriff to 
detect violators nuule a deal with a 
man by the nnuie of A. Gorm of Cook 
county, permitting bim to transport 
liquor through McHenry county. Ac- 
cording to the Slate's claim. Gorm 



paid Blackwell $2.00 a barrell for all 
beer he allo\j'ed to pass through Mc- 
Honry county. In the total prosecu- 
tor Joslyn claims that over $1,000 was 
paid by Gorm to Blackwell and thus 
came tho two charges, one of trans- 
porting liquor througli McHenry 
county, and the other of obtaining 
money under^foise pretences.

BUSINESS, REPORTS SHOW 
The average businoss per cooporii- 
live iissoclutlon In tlic United States 
inuroiised from $100,000 in 11)13 to. 
over $215,000 in 1922, ncconling to 
(latii coHecteil by the United States 
department of iiKrieuUnre. Marked 
increases In the businoss of tobacco 
and cotton associations are shown. 

The average business for IS asso- 
ciations liandling tobacco in 1013 was 
about $1-12.000. and the average for 
t'lgbt as.sociationa in 1922 was over 
$7,000,00. The average for 79 cotton 
assoclatiuUH in 1913 was $101,000 and 
for 17 associations In 1922 it was $3,- 
400.000. 

Average business for 4FtG aasocla- 
tlons handling fruits and vegetables 
was 5irj3.000 iu 1913 and tor 592 aaso- 
ciatlon.s In lit22 It was $284,000; the 
average for 9G0 grain marketing as- 
sociations In 1913 was $130,000 com- 
pared with an average of $203,000 for 
S26 associulions in 19922. 

The smaller number of tobacco and 
cotton associations In 1922 tban In 
1913, and the larger business per aa- 
sociaiion, bears testimony to the 
movement toward the consolidation 
of independent local associatlous into 
large, highly centralized organiza- 
tions, the department says.
